THE SMALL BUSINESS MAN 
While much is being said at the present 
time about the hardships of the farmer, it 
might be well to keep in mind that not 
all has been rosy with the business man 
since the war. 
There have been as large 
* a per cent of business failures as farm 
rfailures and many firms cannot now see 
! a clear road ahead. 
Statistics compiled in eleven leading 
! cities scattered from coast to coast place 
the proprietor of the small retail business 
in the income class of the less financially 
successful minister, doctor and lawy er, 
points out the J efferson City Tribune- 
Post. 
This survey 
reveals 
that twenty - 
eight per cent of retail establishments in 
these cities have sales below five thou­ 
sand dollars a y ear. 
The net profit of the 
most prosperous is placed below one thou­ 
sand dollars a y ear. 
It would be interesting to know to what 
extent, it any , distribution costs are in­ 
creased by the existence of so large a 
number of efficient units in the business 
world. 
Someone must make up the losses 
the wholesalers, 
the 
jobbers 
and the 
manufacturers suffer through many fail­ 
ures of small, 
and 
occasionally large, 
busine * concerns. 
The presence of mnay small stores and 
shops, in the face of small incomes they 
produce, indicates that shopkeeping in 
the minds of many is an occupation that 
is to be preferred to manual labor. The 
mistaken notion of many that the dis­ 
tributor lives without labor is still enter­ 
tained by a large per cent of the people. 
There is an eternal appeal in the idea of 
owning a store, even though it often in­ 
volves working longer than union hours 
and brings less income 
\ th most manual 
labor. 
The life of the .verage business 
man is not one of affluence. 
He has his 
financial difficulties the same as the far­ 
mer and the laboring man.

O. S. Harrison, Dunklin county 
chairman of the Red Cross called a

Georgia France, Red Cross worker 
who was just finishing relief for 
the destruction wrought b y the 1927 
floods said the rehab ilitation work 
had suffered a setb ack and now 
must b e taken up w*here it was 
started last June. 
Warned b y their experiences with 
previous floods, residents of this 
section fled b efore the levee gave 
way and no casualties have b een 
reported. 
Every availab le worker in

An Inherited love of the soil and 
general intere.st in the welfare of 
farmers lifted Edv.Tn T. Meredith 
from youthful obscurity to national 
prominence and a place in President 
Wilson’s cabinet. 
He started in boyhood as a real 
‘‘dirt” farmer, the occupation of his 
father and his grandfather. A high 
school education and one year at 
college weaned him away from ac­ 
tual work on the farm, but tended 
to increase his interest in the lot 
of those wiio till the soil. 
Meredith’s grandfather, in addi­ 
tion to his agricultural Interests, 
was the publisher of a farm week­ 
ly, the Farmers’ Tribune. It was 
devoted to Populism and met with 
financial difficulties when that move 
ment died out. 
Purc ha s e d 
Fa rm 
Pa pe r 
Having completed a year in High­ 
land Park College, 
L>es 
Moines, 
young Meredith, then 20 years of 
age, borrowed $18 00, with which he 
purchased his grandfather’s publi­ 
cation. Through six years it brought 
him much hard work and little suc­ 
cess. The f’armers’ Tribune was dis 
continued and its place Meredith 
established Successful Farming as 
a monthly periodical. 
That proved the foiindaliou of the 
successful 
Meredith 
Publications, 
the name of Meredith’s business, to 
whif h eventually were added ”Bet- 
ter Homes and Gardens” and “The 
Dairy Farmer,” the three having a 
combined 
monthly 
circulation 
of 
more than 2,000,000. 
Through his publications and rec­ 
ognition as a business leader in Des 
Moines, the growth of Meredith’s in­ 
fluence was a natural Beqiience, and ■ 
led him into politics. In 1914 he 
was the democratic candidate for 
Fnited States Senator frAnj lowa 
and two years later was hci ^.arty’s 
candidate for Governor of that state. 
He was d<*fvat<d on botli occasions. 
Named in Cabinet 
In 1017, William G. McAdoo, then 
Secretary of the Treasury, appoint­ 
ed Meredilli to the Board of Ex cess 
Profits Adviser.s. Two years later 
President Wilson named him a mem­ 
ber of the Industrial Conference 
Comnii.ssinn and in January, 1920, 
.selected him for the post of Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture to succeed David 
F. Houston. 
Continuing his interest In public 
affairs, Meredith became one of the 
leaders of the ‘‘progressive dry” ele­ 
ment of the Democratic party. A1 
though not an active candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for pres­ 
ident in 1924, his name was present­ 
ed to the convention and he re­ 
ceived 130 votes on the 101st ballot 
to rank third behind John W. Davis 
and Oscar W. Underwood. 
He was again in the race for the 
nomination in 1928 , being put forth 
as Iowa’s favorite son candidate in 
an effort to win delegates from Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith of New York. The 
ticket favoring the New York Gov­ 
ernor, however, was successful in 
the Iowa primary election. 
Edwin Thomas Meredith was born 
at Avoca, la., December 23. 18 76, 
the son of Thomas Oliver and Min­ 
nie Mivera Marsh Meredith. Ho mar­ 
ried Miss Edna C. Elliott of Des 
Moines in 18 96. They had two chil­ 
dren. 
The early interest of the former 
secretary in agriculture was kindled 
when, as a boy, he worked after 
school and during vacation on his 
father’s farm. 
He got his first 
taste of the publishing business 
while he was in college, working 
during his spare time in the shop 
of his grandfather. It was during 
that time also that he conceived 
the idea of aiding farmers general 


tion and of the United States Cham 
ber of Commerce, 
Soon after the United States en­ 
tered the World War, Meredith was 
appointed a member of a labor com­ 
mission which visited Europe as 
guests of the British government. 
The members 
of the commission 
studied labor conditions In Great 
Britain, France and Italy and de­ 
livered many addresses to workers 
in shipyards and munition plants, 
telling them of the preparations the 
United States was making for its 
part in the war.

Judge Walter Washington Graves, 
a member of the supreme court for 
twenty-three years and one of Mis­ 
souri’s most distinguished jurists, 
passed away in his home here last 
afternoon, after a two days’ illness 
of pneumonia. 
Judge Graves virtually had recov­ 
ered from an illness following an 
operation on his throat almost two 
years ago. He returned to his work 
on the bench and continued to 
write opinions with his old time 
vigor. However, his condition be­ 
came weakened three weeks ago 
and he had since been at home. 
Pneumonia suddenly developed Fri­ 
day night and members of the fam­ 
ily were summoned to the bedside. 
The vacancy on the bench will be 
filled by appointment until nex t 
January by Gov. Sam A. Baker. 
Judge Graves was unopnosed for 
the democratic nomination to suc­ 
ceed himself as a member of Di­ 
vision No. 1. of the court. The va­ 
cancy on the ticket will be filled 
my the democratic state committee 
after the August primarja 
He w'as the oldest member in 
point of service on the Missouri su­ 
preme court and ranked as one of 
i its ablest members. He came to the 
bench by appointment of Gov. Jos­ 
eph W. Folk in 1905 to fill a va­ 
cancy, W’as elected in 1906 to fill 
out the unex pired term and w’as 
elected to full terms of ten years 
in 1908 and 1918 . The term for 
which he was elected last ex pires 
December 31. 
Judge Graves w^as born in Lafay­ 
ette county, December 17, 18 60, but 
resided from 18 8 0 at Butler, Bates 
county, where he practiced law’ and 
served as circuit court judge prior 
to becoming a member of the su­ 
preme court. 
He W’as a son of Abram Larsh 
and Martha Elizabeth Graves. 
He 
came from distinguished ancestry, 
being a lineal descendant of Capt. 
Thomas Graves, wTio came to Amer­ 
ica and settled at Jamestown. 
Captain Smith w’as a member of 
the first legislative body convened 
in America at James City, July 30, 
1619. 
On his parernal 
side, 
Judge 
Graves w^as related to the Perrin, 
Larsh and 
Worthington 
families 
and on the maternal side to the 
Waller, Dabney, Minor, Pollard and 
Carr families of Colonial Virginia 
and Maryland. He married Alice 
Dedora Ludwick June 30, 18 92. 
Three sons were born to this 
union, 
LudwTck 
Graves, 
Kansas 
City; Waller W. Jr., 
democratic 
member of the Kansas City board 
of election commissioners, and John 
Lafayette of St. Louis, all practic­ 
ing lawyers. He will be burled at 
Butler, Bates county, his old home, 
probably Wednesday.
